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BID is dumped when majority opposes by over 51 percent 


It wasn’t a surprise to anyone who had been 
on the streets of Sierra Madre lately to hear that 
the opponents of the Business Improvement District 
(BID) proposed by the Main Street Chamber of 
Commerce scored a victory at the City Council meet¬ 
ing Tuesday evening. 

Assistant City Administrator Sean Joyce, acting 
as deputy city clerk, annoutKed that the protests 
equaled 51.256 percent, enough to defeat the proposi¬ 
tion by the Main Street Chamber for funds to carry 
on. 

Both friends and foes alike were surprised when 
City Attorney Charles Martin announced in the 
preliminary speech that property owners not in busi¬ 
ness must be struck from the assessment district 


which equaled downtown Sierra Madre Blvd., up 
Baldwin Ave. and down Montecito Aven. 

Joyce acted as city clerk because Nancy Shollen- 
berger, sitting in that position, is a property owner 
and business woman in the area and disqualified her¬ 
self. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai was the only one to 
vote “no” in accepting the BID as dead for another 
year. He was concerned that each name was not 
monitored. 

Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams stepped off of 
the council agenda when he addressed the story in 
last week’s Sierra Madre News concerning Arcadia 
City Council’s reaction to Sierra Madre’s response 
about the possible Orange Grove Ave. refurbishment. 


The Arcadia council at its meeting last week 
severely chastised the Sierra Madre Council and sug¬ 
gested that they take back the whole street (it is. 
owned equally by the towns) or give back their side 
of the street. Mayor Charles Gilb even flirted with 
the possibility of a lawsuit against Sierra Madre if 
the two cities could not come to terms. 

To those remarks Adams said, “lam not inter¬ 
ested in arguing with Arcadia. I am not interested 
in suing Arcadia or in being sued...Perhaps we should 
take back the street but let’s solve the situation in the 
best way possible.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams and Bartolai 
were the only dissenters in passing an ordinance 
to establish an air quality improvement fund which 


will bring the city $6709, accrued from the additional 
motor vehicle registration fee of $2 within Southern 
California. 

Both felt thtti accepting the money does not 
turn down clean air but that the amount of money 
would not be enough to do anything impressive 
to improve Sierra Madre’s air. 

In other action at Tuesday evening’s Sierra 
Madre City Council meeting, the group received and 
filed information concerning the Hillside Manage¬ 
ment Ordinance status. 

The current moratorium, as extended by Ordi¬ 
nance 1074 and adopted as Ordinance 1069 on May 8, 
1990, will expire on Nov. 6. On the basis of the

Fire Dept, celebrates 70 years, Sunday 


Plans are beginning to gel for the 70th anni¬ 
versary of the founding of the Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department which is scheduled for Sunday, 
Sept. 15 in Memorial Park from 2 to 5 p.m. A 
program is scheduled for 4 p.m., said Richard Mays 
who is chairman of the celebration. 

• Mays also gave The News the following history 
of the local fire department: 

The history of the Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment dates back to January, 1921, when, during the 
early morning hours, a major fire destroyed the 
town’s bakery. As only a handhose cart and some 
chemical equipment were available, the fire could not 
be controlled. The Monrovia Fire Department 
was called to assist. 

As a result of this disaster, the Board of Trade 
appointed Art Udell, L. C. Brooks and E. Topping 
to investigatge the costs and possibilities of Sierra 
Madre obtaining a fire engine and other related 
equipment. 

An American La France fire engine was obtained 
for the city. The down payment of $26(X) was 


raised within 36 hours through subscriptions and on 
April 26, 1921, a $16,0(X) bond issue was voted by 
the citizens. The entire amount necessary for the 
purchase was obtained. 

There were 50 men from all forms of business 
who answered the call for the formation of the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department. Forty of 
these men were enrolled and 20 were placed on first 
call. So many men wanted to be a part of the 
department that it was necessary to organize a 
“Firemen’s Club.” 

Of course, the club needed quarters to house 
the equipment since at this time the American La 
France fire engine was being stored in Milt Stein- 
berger’s garage east of the old City Hall. Plans 
were soon made for the purchase of the lot where 
the old City Hall now stands and funds to purchase 
were raised by subscription and donations. Enough 
money was raised to build walls and place a tem¬ 
porary floor over the basement, the latter which was 
used as a meeting place for members. • 

Many pleasure cars were converted to fire trucks 


in an effort to better serve the community. 

Earl Topping was the first fire chief and served 
for two years. He was instrumental in organizing 
the department and obtaining fire apparatus which 
converted pleasure cars to fire trucks. 

In the early ’30s’, the members of the depart¬ 
ment designed and built a First Aid Truck which 
provided the citizens with emergency care. During 
WWll resources became a problem for the volunteer 
fire department and the emergency First Aid care 
was then taken up by the city’s Police Department 
as part of its day-to-day responsibilities. 

Following WWII, the department purchased a 
1946 Seagrave pumper and in 1956, the city pur¬ 
chased a 1250 GPM (gallon per minute) Crown Coach 
pumper which replaced the 1927 Pierce Arrow. The 
cost was $29,0(X). Eleven years later Sierra Madre 
purchased a new Crown Coach 15(X) GPM pumper 
for $41,423. 

It took another 10 years before the city would 
purchase another fire engine. 

Soon the Emergency Medical Training became 


a must and by January, 1974, four firemen had 
been enrolled. As a result. Chief Charles Brown 
purchased-a 1968 station wagon to carry all of the 
needed equipment. In the first year they answered 
over 200 calls. Soon, additional radio equipment 
was added to permit automatic responses. 

Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club realized that the sta¬ 
tion wagon was inadequate, and with the blessing 
of Chief Charles Brown, they approached the City 
Council in 1976 regarding a new vehicle. Under the 
direction of Kiwanian Sam Tesoro, the group solicited 
over $20,0(X) in approximately 10 weeks. In August 
of that year a new Stoner ambulance was dedicated. 

That year, 1976, was also the year that the Fire 
Department and Police Department moved into the 
present facility at 242 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. The 
facility was dedicated by Mayor Joseph Delgatto, 
Mayor Pro Tern David May and Councilmen James 
Abernethy, Thomas Edwards and Gordon Rudolph 
participating with Fire Chief Brown and Police

Commission to make recommendations about possible theater, Sept. 16 


Sierra Madre Parks and Recreation Commission 
members are not positive of their charge by the City 
Council concerning TheaterQuest. They pondered 
at last Tuesday evening’s study session whether the 
City Council wants “a neat package,” as newly 
elected Chairman Ron Coleman said, or recom¬ 
mendations pro and con each question as was voiced 
by Commissioner Gloria Giersbach. 

With the help of Eric Waterman of Theater- 
Quest and Nick Sanders, who is a volunteer for 
TheaterQtiest, they did come up with several com¬ 
fortable statements such as allowing TheaterQuest 
the use of Memorial Park only on Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday evenings and perhaps two matinees, 
Saturday and Sunday. Commissioner Bonnie Garner 


opted for the Saturday matinee so “the retailers 
would get as much exposure as possible.” 

They also set performances during the first year 
at between eight and 10 weeks. Giersbach would 
like the seasons to start in mid-June so the students 
who are out of school would immediately have the 
opportunity of summer activities to be provided by 
TheaterQuest. 

Commissioner Caroline BroWn, however, would 
like the season, to begin after the Fourth of July 
activities. That question, then, is still in the wind. 

JheaterQuest representatives will make two 
Shakespeare plays available during each season. 

The Shakespeare-inspired nonprofit educational 
corporation agreed to providing “a quarter of a mil¬ 


lion dollars in toilets and seating, ” the former 
that would be permanent and the latter that would 
be taken down after the season’s performances. 

TheaterQuest also agreed to starting at $5 for the 
lowest ticket and not charging more than $20 for 
the highest-priced ticket. Children and seniors would 
pay least. 

Concessions to be sold by TheaterQuest, such 
as cider and scones,would be available only within 
the seating area. Other food entrepreneurs would be 
able to sell their wares outside of that territory if 
they can get business licences from the city. 

All commissioners agreed that a three-year con¬ 
tract would be better than the originally proposed 
five-year commitment by Sierra Madre. 


Insurance would be picked up by TheaterQuest 
with the city as co-insured. 

Several ideas for parking limitations were dis¬ 
cussed. TheaterQuest representatives suggested Riat 
they pay the city for the use of the parking lots and 
TheaterQuest keep the parking concession. Another 
idea was that TheaterQuest would issue a $3 park¬ 
ing fee on each ticket with a caution to use only 
certain city parks. That would work for subscrip¬ 
tion tickets: however, how would the Shakespeare 
group and the city limit use for those who drive in 
without a subscription? Can the police department 
install signs that allow only residents to use certain 
streets? No.

David Brandley of Sierra Madre joins the many 
“latecomers” who came home from the Gulf War 
later and seem to be forgotten. 

The Navy petty officer who is a hull technician 
arrived back in Sierra Madre recently after having 
served in the war area since just after the first of the 
year. From his present four-year duty, he has 1 Vi 
years left. 

Brandley, son of Ron and Judy Brandley of 
Sierra Madre, said, “I was on one of the five ships. 
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all of them carrying up to 15,(X)0 men combined, to 
stay and attempt to disarm the enemy. Many of the 
enemy didn’t know the war was over.” 

He was on the New Orleans; the other ships 
that stayed behind to clean up after the Gulf foray 
were the Peoria, Germantown, Mobile and Denver. 

“Our morale was really down when we heard 
about Bob Hope’s show on Easter Sunday when he 
said, ‘The war’s over’ and welcomed all the service 
people home. For us the war was NOT over. We 
were still surveying for mines,” Brandley said as he 
held his wife’s hand. 

She is the former Tracie Scarborough and they 
have been married just over two years. Her mother 
and brother, Paula and Michael Scarborough, live 
in Sierra Madre, .also. 

David, who joined the Navy at age 20, said he 
had mixed emotions about the war - excitement for 
the unknown and fear about the possible chemical 
attacks. 

He said he had “a weird premonition” that he 
would not come back and noted, “I prize what the 
U.S. has to offer - freedom. There is no freedom 
there. I’m used to Sierra Madre’s atmosphere, to 
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the friendliness of the people.” 
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One of the highlights since he came home was 
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when a man who identified himself as “Howie” 
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bought David a beer in a Pasadena tavern and said. 
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“Thanks.” 
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“That really impressed me,” David said. “Some¬ 
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body cared.”

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Fire chiefs have 
plethora of duties 


Fire chiefs of the Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment over the years are as follows: 1921-23, 
Earl Topping; 1923-24, Ralph Odwarker; 1924- 
26, Toni Henderson; 1926-43, William Richards; 
1943-58, James Heasley; 1958-78, Charles 
Brown; 1978-80, Richard Probart; 1980-82, 
Leonard Hall; 1982-85, Marc Mueller; 
1985-87, Roger Keith; and 1987-present, Ed¬ 
ward D. Tracy. 

What does a fire chief do? In general, he 
is responsible for planning, organizing, coordi¬ 
nating, controlling and administering the activi¬ 
ties of the department. He also responds to 
emergencies and assumes command over per¬ 
sonnel, reviews daily all emergency reports, 
prepares reports relating to all phases of the 
Fire Department. He also makes oral presenta¬ 
tions on the subjects of fire prevention and sup¬ 
pression, developes and manages disaster pre¬ 
paredness programs for the city and coordinates 
such plans with the police chief and city admin¬ 
istration. 

The chief also attends City Council and 
staff meetings, attends chiefs’ meetings in sur¬ 
rounding areas, among many more time- 
consuming tasks. 


Dept, only volunteer 
fire dept, in county 

The Sierra Madre Fire Department is the 
only all-volunteer fire department within the 
county of Los Angeles. 

The department provides fire suppression, 
fire prevention, public education and emergency 
medical services to the population of 10,830 
residents within the city’s boundaries of 3.2 
square miles. 

The department also provides mutual aid 
services to fire departments in the surrounding 
cities, the U. S. Forest Service and the County 
of Los Angeles Fire Department based upon 
signed Mutual Aid Agreements. 

The department is composed of 44 members 
manning the following equipment: three engin¬ 
eers, two rescue ambulances, one salvage unit, 
one command vehicle and a pickup truck.

The Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment has always been forward-looking in their 
desire to provide improved service to the citizens 
of Sierra Madre. Their vision of ambulance ser¬ 
vice for the community lived in their hearts and 
minds for some years. From time to time, it 
was discussed by the members. Then an oppor¬ 
tunity presented itself and the men were quick 
to recognize it. 

Around the time of the mid-’70s Chief 
Charles Brown was approached by members on 
the subject of a fund-drive for the purchase of 
an ambulance of our own. Chief Brown was 
very emphatic that the department should not 
put on such a drive. He again agreed to give his 
permission to attempt such a drive, if some or¬ 
ganization wished to tackle the job of raising 
money to add the ambulance service to the de¬ 
partment. 

What transpired was actually very humor¬ 
ous. The Kiwanis Club, wishing to make the 
purchase of a piece of equipment for the First 
Aid Unit, sent a letter to the fire department, 
making themselves known. They asked what 
they might purchase that was needed by the 
department. 

Ben Hegel was president of the Kiwanis 
Club at the time and he received the follow¬ 
ing notation or letter from the fire department. 
It stated that the Kiwanis Club could purchase 
an ambulance for the department for a cost 
of about $30,000. Well, this was not quite 
what they had in mind but they were not to be 
out-foxed and took on the challenge, naming 
Sam Tesoro chairman of the fund drive. 

It is doubtful in my mind that the Kiwanis 
Club knew the magnitude of the project that 


they were to sponsor. I know that at this 
point it was a great mystery to Sam Tesoro, but 
a meeting was held and a campaign discussed 
between all parties concerned. 

It was decided that the progress of the fund 
drive would be exploited in the Sierra Madre 
News. Keeping the public informed as to its 
progress was one of the most important parts 
of success. 

Members of the fire department had already 
paid a visit to the manufacturer of ambulances.,, 
and found out the exact price that would secure 
the tvoe of unit that was needed by Sierra Madre. 
Publicity started and the donations started to come 
in and believe you me they came from everywhere 
and in all denominations. I remember well one 
day when I was called to the front office of 
the Sierra Madre News to meet four young 
boys, around 8 years old. They laid $1.24 on 
the counter and asked that it be added to the 
total for the purchase of an ambulance for the 
city. The money was in pennies, nickles, dimes 
and quarters. Upon asking the boys how they 
raised the money they stated by collecting alum¬ 
inum cans. It kinda brought tears to one’s 
eyes, but this is the way Sierra Madreans are; 
they are each for one another and they work to¬ 
ward success of anything that will benefit the 
community as a whole. God bless these boys. 
Many times when on emergency runs I thought 
of them and their desire to make Sierra Madre 
a well-equipped town. I hope they still live 
here. 

Next time I’ll go into the details of the 
ambulance fund drive; how it progressed and its 
culmination.

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Hiker rescued after four-day 


Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team mem¬ 
bers assisted other moun¬ 
tain rescue teams in search¬ 
ing for Martin Copeland 
in the rugged San Jacinto 
Mountains near Palm 
Springs last week. On 
Labor Day, 43-year-old 
Copeland left his home 
in Pine Cove to hike to 
the top of 10,831-foot 
Mount San Jacinto. 

He started up the 
Marion Mountain Trail 
at 11 a.m. and planned 
to return late that after¬ 
noon. On his way up 
the montain, he encount¬ 
ered severe hail storms 
and thunder showers. 

Copeland was last seen 
just below the summit as 


another hail storm en¬ 
gulfed the peak. During 
this downpour, Copeland 
became disoriented, lost 
the trail and started down 
the wrong side of the 
mountain. He soon found 
himself stranded in the 
impassable steep canyons 
of the north face. As 
soon as he realized he 
was on the wrong side, 
Copeland sat down and 
waited for help. He was 
able to get a small fire 
started and spent Monday 
night hoping help would 
arrive soon. 

When Copeland did 
not return home, his 
girlfriend called for help. 
It took two hours to lo¬ 
cate his car bcause Cope¬ 


land did not tell anyone 
where he was going to 
park and begin his hike. 
Riverside County Sheriffs 
department looked for 
Copeland all day Tues¬ 
day and when no sign of 
him was found, they called 
Sierra Madre for help. 

The search effort con¬ 
tinued all day Wednesday 
and into the night. A 
resident of Desert Hot 
Springs recognized a pic¬ 
ture of Copeland on the 
News and called to say he 
saw him near the top of 
the mountain at 3:30 p.m. 
At that time, Copeland 
was still headed for the 
summit, despite heavy 
thunder shower activity. 

On Thursday morning. 


searchers were flown to 
the peak with instructions 
to start down the north 
face. As they were re¬ 
pelling down their ropes, 
Copeland returned their 
shouts. He was about 
2000 feet below them at 
the same place he stopped 
three nights ago. A heli¬ 
copter was called in to 
pick up Copeland and 
fly him to base camp. 
He was very hungry but 
in good condition. 

Sierra Madre team Pres¬ 
ident Jon Inskeep said of 
Copeland, “His decision 
to stop and wait for help 
probably saved his life. 
The route below him is 
only passable by expert 
climbers using ropes.”

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City lauds Devany; 
Historians laud monastery 



Monastery, Sierra Madre 


By Phyllis Chapman 

Father John Devany, Suix'rior of Mater Dolo¬ 
rosa Passionists Monstery and Retreat Center for 12 
years, was honored at a gala farewell dinner on 
Tuesday, Sept. 3, and attended by 120 guests. Fath¬ 
er Devany now leaves to go to Detroit. The even¬ 
ing eoinhined a tribute and thank you to him for his 
years of service at the Monastery and Center and to 
the community. 

The dinner, which was held in the Retreat Cen¬ 
ter dining room, was also a welcome to Rev. Clemente 


the audience that he had made his first retreat at the 
Monastery in 1934. A proclamation from the city of 
Sierra Madre and presented by Mayor Roy Buchan 
also honored Father Devany. All members of the 
City Council were present and were introduced by 
Mayor Buchan along with their spouses. 

Arrangements for the evening were made by 
Father Arthur Carillo, Retreat House Director, 
c(Xirdinator Mary Lou Butler and Mike Kinney, active 
layman at the Monastery. 

The Monastery building suffered serious damage 
during the June 28 earthquake and Kinney is hoping 
it will not be torn down. Another dinner guest was 
City .Administrator James McRea who spoke about 
the quake. He stated its direction was north by north¬ 
east and the greatest earth movement was during a 
lO-second period. 

Phyllis Chapman, presenting the Sierra Madre 
flistorical Preservation Srxiety and the Cultural Her¬ 
itage Commission, was also invited to speak and gave 
an impassioned view of the value of the Monastery to 
the community and as a historic building. She spoke 
of the number of years the Monastery was the 
rest and refreshment stop for the annual historic city 


bus tour she conducted for the Historical Society, 
how much tour goers enjoyed this special site and 
of the graciousness extended to them by the Passion- 
ist Community. 

The Monastery building, said Chapman, would 
easily qualify for the National Register of Historic 
Buildings. Also, that California has a State Historic 
Building Safety Code, the only state with such a 
code, gives great economic and physical advantage 
to restoring an historic building. 

Built in 1931, the Monastery is over 50 years 
old; the age designation requirement is important 
architecturally because of its California Spanish Mis¬ 
sion design. 1931 was the height of the great de- 
presssion and the Monastery construction provided 
employment for Sierra Madre residents when jobs 
were so scarce. The builder was William J. Schultz, 
a Sierra Madre Mayor who also built the St. Rita’s 
Church, which stood from 1925 to I%8 when plans 
got underway to erect, on the same site, the larger 
and present St. Rita’s Church. 

A roadway between the Monastery building and 
the Retreat House contains the “Way of the Cross” 
with the 14 stations of the cross constructed by Schultz 
beginning when he was 70 years old. This was his 
consuming passion until he died at age 80. 

During WWII the Monastery was used as a U.S. 
Army recuperation hospital. This building also has 
a very lovely chapel in the east end. 

In 1924 the Passionist Fathers and Brothers 
purchased the area of about 120 acres for the purpose 
of building a Monastery and Retreat House. This 
northerly portion of land was originally owned by 
P. T. Reed, one of the earliest settlers in the area. 
One-half of Reed’s property was divided and became 
part of Sierra Madre’s Bailey Canyon Park and the 
eastern portion the Monastery property. R. J. Wilson 


was the owner of this eastern portion when it was 
purchased by the Fathers. Wilson had maintained 
the El Reposo Sanitarium at this location. 

This beautiful location, snuggled at the base of 
the San Gabriel Mountains, had been known as 
Mt. Oliva for the number of olive trees growing 
there. Chapman said this was a very special area 
of beauty and quiet with greater meaning than ever 
during the hectic lives we often find ourselves lead¬ 
ing today. 

Both she and Buchan pointed out that the Mon¬ 


astery building is a distant landmark for Sierra Madre 
with Chapman calling it the “ultimate landmark.” 
She said that just by being there the Monastery 
brought strength, dignity and beauty to our com¬ 
munity and it would be a great loss to lose the build¬ 
ing. 

In 1949 the Retreat Center was built behind the 
Monastery building as more space was needed for 
the increased number of those desiring to make re¬ 
treats. Recently, an addition was built on to the 
east portion of the Center and it was in this new 
dining room that the tribute dinner was held.

Laurie Cooper, commissioner, believes that 
Mariposa parking lot will have enough spots open 
lot the theater-goers.

Commissioners remembered some of the rules 
laid down by the MSI Consulting Firm’s pronounce¬ 
ments and are questioning what they may or may 
not do. That information will be available to com¬ 
missioners at the next regular meeting on Monday, 
Sept. 16, 6 p.m., when they will have their recom¬ 
mendations available to the City Council. 

They discussed whether or not 50 cents per 
ticket should be assessed and given to the city the 
first year with 75 cents the second year and $1 per 
ticket the third year. TheaterQuest agreed to those 
sums if that were what the commission decided. 

Chairman Coleman said, “Can the city make a 


profit off the use of the park? We don’t know 
so we’ll have to decide that at the next meeting. 
My biggest concern is that we ae facing so much 
city involvement and supervision. If the city can¬ 
not get a profit - generate revenue to the city 
coffers - what are we getting out of this? If busi¬ 
nesses make $1000 off a week of performances, 
that’s $82.50 in sales tax. Of that, only a small 
portion will go back to the city.” 

Commissioners also decided that Sierra Madre 
children would get preferential treatment in signing 
up for any of the summer classes. 

Perhaps the biggest unknowns are parking and 


the possible noise in the late evening hours, even 
though Thursday is the only weekday that might 
make a difference. 

Where will they go? If The News were taking 
a vote among the commissioners, we believe that 
Chairman Coleman, Bill Sullivan and Sheri Burnett 
are against the endeavor with Garner, Giersbach and 
Cooper in favor. That leaves Caroline Brown who 
could go either way; however, as a teacher, she 
sounds enthused about the possible involvement of 
youth in Shakespeare.

Historic building is restored by Wesleyi 


By Phyllis Chapman 

Historic buildings in Sierra Madre that have 
survived over the years provide our town with an 
important reflection of times gone by. An even 
greater contribution is made when these buildings 
are restored with sensitivity and then given a good 
use. 

Such a restoration has been accomplished by 
Sierra Madre architect Fred Wesley with the 
building he purchased last August at 55 N. Auburn. 
This is located on the southwest corner of Auburn 
at Montecito. The Spanish style structure, built in 
1923, had suffered various abuses over the years 
but retained many of its original qualities. Wesley 
used these qualities not only as his keystone for 
maintaining the integrity of the building’s archi¬ 
tecture but in the improvements he added. 

At one time this address was the home of Sierra 
Madre physician Dr. E. L. Jackson and his family 
and also served as the doctor’s professional offices. 
Incidently, there were .four Jackson children, two 
sons and two daughters. One son, Don, owned

public hearing and public comments, the environ¬ 
mental documents, either a negative declaration 
or a programmed E.l.R. will be available on Sept. 30. 
It will be in draft form on Oct. 4 for the 30-day 
review period. The Planning Commission will re¬ 
view the document at their meeting on Oct. 17. The 
City Council may review the document and proposed 
ordinance at their regular meeting of Oct. 8 and 
conduct a public hearing on Oct. 22. 

Adoption of the ordinance, introduced both as 
an urgency ordinance and a regular ordinance, could 
occur at a meeting on Nov. 5 which may be either 
spiecial or adjourned. Second reading and adoption 
of the ordinance will hopefully occur Nov. 12 and 
be effective 30 days later. 

The council members gave their blessings to a 
new police vehicle for $13,891.81. They also affirmed 
the action of the Planning Commission and in so 
doing refused Norma Laos-Wong to put up a 4-ft. 
6 -in. fence when the height limit is 4 feet. 

Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray ab¬ 
stained from voting on that issue since she said she 
knew both parties. 

The council directed Sierra Madre Beautifica¬ 
tion Committee and administration to meet and de¬ 
cide whether or not the city can water the flower 
baskets placed by the committee around town. 
Beautification president Shelby Pope explained that 
it would be very difficult for the committee to com¬ 
plete that sort of action when it would take the 
city such a short time to do the work. 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan said, “1 don’t think 
the program will work unless the city follows through 
and waters the baskets.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea observed, 
“There is a difference between assisting and assum¬ 
ing responsibility..”

Garden tool thieves

Gardening equipment 
has been stolen from gar¬ 
deners’ trucks and from 
open garages, according 
to reports from the Ar¬ 
cadia Police Department.

He 
also urges homeowners to 
keep their garage doors 
closed.

False alarm ordinance 
adopted with changes

After changes and ad¬ 
justments and following 
discussion at meetings 
since mid-May, the Ar¬ 
cadia City Council last 
week adopted a false a- 
larm ordinance on a vote 
of 5-0. 

In the revised ordinance, 
false alarms no longer 
include alarms triggered 
on “reasonable belief” 
that the alarm is neces¬ 
sary, alarms attributable 
to repairs if the appro¬ 
priate city official has 
been given notice and a- 
larms caused by so-called 
“acts of God.” 

As assessment of $50 
for both the fourth and 
fifth false alarm in a 365 
day period and $100 for 
those beyond five are in¬ 


cluded in the ordinance. 

In addition, there will 
be a $200 assessment for 
the second and subse¬ 
quent “robbery” false a- 
larms; however, the so- 
called “panic” alarms 
which signify any kind of 
emergency are not in¬ 
cluded. 

The ordinance also 
states that any alarm sy¬ 
stem that registers seven 
false alarms in any con¬ 
secutive 365 day period 
will be deemed to sonsti- 
tute a public nuisance and 
shall be subject to an or¬ 
der to deactivate the alarm 
system. 

New alarm systems in¬ 
stalled after the effective 
date of the ordinance, 
30 days after its Sept. 3 
adoption, must comply 


and those in active use as 
of the effective date have 
one year to comply with 
the new regulations. Ad¬ 
ditionally, a grace period 
of 30 days has been added 
to not count false alarms 
that occur within 30 days 
of the initial completed 
installation of a new a- 
larm system. 

Gone from the revised 
ordinance is the section 
requiring permit fees to 
install or maintain alarm 
systems. 

False alarms, which re¬ 
quire response from po¬ 
lice and/or fire depart¬ 
ment, number close to 
3000 each year, costing 
the city some $70,000, 
according to reports from 
the respective depart¬ 
ments.
